3. Amendments to the Drawings 
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Two new sheets, FIG.3A and FIG.3B have been added, 
FIG, 3A shows the various fluid flow-paths in the apparatus, during 
Steam injection in a first tubing and displacement of heated Heavy Oil 
in the second parallel tubing of a branch-well, and the simultaneous 
gas-lift of the heated Heavy Oil in the outer annular compartment 
around the second thermal barrier. 

FIG. 3B shows the flow paths of a cold gas stream and its re-heating, 
in the heat exchanger made up of a branch-well's twin parallel 
tubings, with hot Condensate and hot Heavy Oil stored together in the 
annular space of a Producing branch-well and in the insulated shared 
Storage tank of hot gas and condensate.^ 

The re-heated gas is used for gas-lifting, successively, 
hot Heavy Oil from the branch-well and from the annular storage tank. 

The storage tank consists of the annular space between the first 
thermal barrier in the intermediate casing of the multilateral well, 
and the annular space around the second thermal barrier. 

Seven Original sheets have been corrected for minor details. 

Sheet No. 8, regarding Thread Protectors, was cancelled.
